Reviewing his tour of Western 
Europe the President said he 
had assured the leaders he con- 
ferred with in Paris, London and 
Bonn that there would be no 
weakening on fundamental prin- 
ciples. Without exception, Mr. 
Eisenhower said, the European 
statesmen he talked with ex- 
pressed their understanding of 
the reasons that prompted the 
invitation to Khrushchev. He 
added that they revealed vary- 
ing degrees of optimism about 
the outcome of the talks.

“Each of the leaders. with 
whom I talked is fully aware of 
America’s conviction that any 
agreement to hold a summit 
meeting must be based upon the 
certainty that our status and 
rights in Berlin be respected,” 
the President said in his address 
from the White House.

The $4,000,000 voted by St. 
Louisans in the 1955 bond issue 
election for construction of a 
chronic hospital should be used 
to finance a new hospital, the 
jury recommended. 

All future admissions to chron- 
ic hospital facilities here should 
be limited to “aged senior citi- 
zens,” the jury saic. 

The grand jury’s findings 
closely paralleled disclosures 
made by the Post-Dispatch in a 
series of articles in July and 
August. 


In Excess of 1400 Patients. 


‘The hospital has in excess of 
1400 patients although it was con- 
structed to accommodate a maxi- 
mum of 1000 patients and is sub 
stantially understaffed,”’ the jury 
said. “Additional help is needed 
throughout.” 

The jury commended Joseph 
B. Shank, administrator of. the 
Chronic Hospital, and Dr. Joseph 
P. Costello Jr., medical director, 
and their staffs for the ‘“‘excel- 
lent work they are doing despite 
the lack of facilities and the 
antiquated building.”

He said he 
realized correspondents were 
“caught between the undramatic 
character of diplomacy and dip- 
lomatic developments and the 
need for daily drama from the 
point of view of news.” 


Later, he applied such com- 
ments directly to the situation 
in Laos, “a typical case.”

In your Sunday PICTURES sec- 
tion I noticed that the new highway 
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‘In a Short Time’ 


These are days of destiny for St.’ Louis. 
A few years ago it was hard to argue with 
those who insisted that the old city which so 
long had prospered along the levee was des- 
tined for deterioration and -abandonment, 


The Memorial Plaza and its public buildings. 
seemed only to accentuate the decline. The 


grand plan for the riverfront, it seemed, 
never would be realized. | 

Then the determination of a few wun- 
flagging enthusiasts extended itself to those 
who in a hard-headed way realized that the 
heart of the community must not sink into 
decay. Dirt began to fly on the riverfront. 
The plaza apartments were started. The big 
iron ball began to level the Mill Creek area. 
Old buildings were refurbished. New ones 
went up here and there. Expressways began 
to revolutionize the traffic pattern. The old 
city had touched bottom. It was on the way 
up again. 

If there is pny guarantee against a return 
of lassitude, it is the downtown stadium plan, 
now approved by the Chamber of Commerce. 

More utilitarian than the riverfront national 
park, it nevertheless complements the me- 
morial and its arch. And with the apartment 
towers planned along the northern half of 
the memorial, it would give St. Louis a splen- 
did facade. 

This would be no sham facade. The 
stadium project alone would transform 27 
shabby city blocks. With a seating capacity 
of 50,000 to 55,000—and the possibility of an 
eventual 70,000—the stadium would attract 
throngs to baseball games, football games, 
pageants and other spectacles. Its parking 
garages would be available during most busi- 
ness days to downtown shoppers and workers. 
Two office buildings, a motel and recrea- 
tional facilities are included in the project to 
make sure of an adequate income, but they 
also would help substantially in the city’s 
rehabilitation. 

The stadium is carefully fitted into other 
downtown developments. Its completion to- 
gether with other projects, planned or under 
way, would mean the redevelopment of more 
than 75 downtown blocks. These virtually 
are linked to the Mill Creek development by 
the plaza area. Thus there would be created 
within the old city a new city extending from 
the riverfront to Grand Avenue. Redevelop- 
ment on this scale would improve adjacent 
property. It would bring more life to down- 
town St. Louis than it saw in “the golden 
days” of Tony Faust’s and the river steamers, 
the pride of Currier and Ives, including a 
good many visitors from the fast-growing 
Illinois part of the metropolitan area. 

For this, the tentative price of $89,789,000 
does not seem high. James P. Hickok of the 
First National Bank and his committee have 
outlined financing plans for a redevelopment 
company. This is to be formed by Hickok, 
Sidney Maestre of the Mercantile Trust Co. 
and Preston Estep of the Transit Casualty 
Co. To them we can only quote the words 
of the proposal: 

“It does not seem that gradual rebuild- 
ing of a few blocks at a time, spread over 
many years, while highly commendable, 
can create .. . the dynamic impact neces- 
sary to revitalize downtown St. Louis.and 
to bring to St. Louis as a whole the ad- 
miration and favorable recognition sought 
by its citizenry. ... (This plan) must be 
undertaken and implemented within a 
reasonably short period of time.” t 

So far, all concerned—public officials an 
private sponsors—have moved with prompt- 
ness and enthusiasm. Although there is much 
to be done, they even may accept the target 
date for the completion of the riverfront 
memorial — 1964, the two-hundredth anni- 
versary of the establishment of St. Louis.

the World’s Fair of 1904. But St. Louis seems 
to have recovered its “world’s fair” spirit— 
and that needs little time to carry out big 
plans.

Either Peiping is being carried 
away by its own arrogance, as Mr. Nehru 
suggests, or it is being driven by internal 
pressures or ruthless ambition. Mr. Nehru 
should be encouraged to stand firm. 


The President's Talk 

It is to be hoped the members of President 
Eisenhower’s radio and television audience, 
and those who may have missed his Thursday 
address, will respond to the President’s urging 
that Americans treat Premier Khrushchev 
with courtesy and dignity during the Soviet 
leader’s United States tour, which starts next 
week. The President explained why Mr. 
Khrushchev was invited, and he expressed 
the “profound hope that some real progress” 
in the reduction of world tensions will result 
from Mr. Khrushchev’s visit. The chances of

be lessened if those opposed to it created 
embarrassing incidents. Persons with strong 
feelings about the matter can show their pa- 
triotism by exercising restraint. The Presi- 
dent’s promise that no fundamental principle 
will be placed on the auction block should 
reassure the doubting, while his challenge to 
Mr. Khrushchev to offer constructive pro- 
posals indicates he hopes for Soviet conces- 
sions. The talk helped prepare the American 
people for their controversial guest. 


Improving the Foreign Service 

A bill requiring Ambassadors and foreign 
service officers to have “to the maximum 
practicable extent” a working knowledge of 
the language of the countries in which they 
serve has passed the Senate, and the Foreign 
Relations Committee has given notice that it 
will enforce the standards of the bill whether 
it becomes law or not. If the standards are 
enforced in a reasonable manner, they should 
be instrumental in improving United States 
relations abroad. : 

The committee, which passes on presi- 
dential appointments to foreign service posts, 
says that 70 per cent of the persons entering 
the foreign service are without knowledge of 
a foreign language. “Such failure is inex- 
cusable on the part of . . . the richest coun- 
try in the world,” the committee states. Part 
of the reason is that Congress has refused to 
appropriate enough .money for language 


The bill properly avoids establishing iron- 
clad rules. The language barrier should not 
be used universally to prevent the assignment 
of otherwise competent men to certain eoun- 
tries.

A LITTLE GIRL OF 8 stood at the edge of the lagoon in Car- 
ondelet Park. She was holding a fishing pole with the help of a 
short blue-eyed man in his 70s. He leaned over to her and told 
her to say the magic word (the word is top secret stuff, only for 
the ears of young anglers.) She said it, and the two of them 
yanked on the pole. Out came a little sunfish. In short order, 
she caught four more, using the magic word and what her 


helper described as a magic pole. 


Delighted, the little girl held 
each fish in her hands for a 
few seconds before tossing it 
back into the lagoon. Then with 
her parents and brother, who 
had observed the entire per- 
formance, she went home wear- 
ing a button of the Tiny Tot 
Fishing Club. 

This was magic to her, but to 
her tutor, William G. Broz, it 
was just the result of years as 
a fisherman. 

Broz, who lives at 3916A 
Wilmington avenue, has probably 
taught more children how to fish 
than anyone else in St. Louis— 
at least he works and plays at 
. harder than just about anyone 

se, 

A retired molder, he began 
making daily trips to the park 
about three years ago to find 
something to occupy his time. 

A confirmed fisherman, he be- 
came distressed at the number 
of youngsters he saw showing 
up with pole, line and hooks and 
going home empty-handed, ready 
to turn their backs forever on 
the ancient sport. 

“Tt was all a matter of equip- 
ment,” Broz said. “Parents, es- 
pecially dads who are fishermen, 
were sending their children to 
the park with hooks big enough 
to land what they were used to 
going after. But for the small

The Tiny Tot Fishing Club be- 
gan because of the magic word 
Broz employs to turn his pupils 
from amateurs into experts good 
enough to boast about “that big 
one that got away.” 

The word happens to be the 
name of a popular soft drink. 

“I just picked it out because 
it’s something the kids are fami- 
liar with,” Broz explained. 

But the attentive ears of the 
public relations department of 
the company heard about the 
unusual use to which its prod- 
uct’s name was being put and 
sent a man to investigate. When 
he saw the results, he reported 
back, and the company had a 
bunch’ of buttons made up bear- 
ing the name Tiny Tot Fishing 
Club. It was also smart enough 
to include the trade name on 
the button. Now each young fish- 
erman who hauls in five under

Broz’s supervision gets a button 
and instructions on the club’s 
only rules: Dues, 3 worms, and 
no throwing trash around the 
park. 

This last part is something on 
which the spry fisherman is a 
grim crusader. 

“Carondelet Park has 182% 
acres,”’ he said, “and there are 
just two paid watchmen on the 
job. They do good work, but 
they can’t do it all.” 

When Broz arrives at the park 
in the morning his first task is 
clean-up. He generally finds 
some of his club members about, 
and they soon have the lagoon 
area in spick and span shape. 
His catch from the lake and the 
surrounding grassy grounds in- 
cludes bottles, branches, picnic 
bags and other forms of litter. 
His most unusual haul, however, 
took the help of one of his older 
boys and required the attention 
of the police when it was landed. 


Someone had tossed a cash re- 
gister in the lagoon and quite a 
bit of might and main was neces- 
sary to drag it in. 

Mrs. Broz, an alert, gray- 
haired woman, takes pleasure 
in the work her husband is per- 
forming. “I see him at meal 
times and when he is asleep,” 
she laughed, “‘but the fun he 
gets out of it is wonderful.” 

A South Sider since he was 3, 
Grandpa feels that he is con- 
tributing to the well-being of his 
community by making future 
fishermen. 

“You know,” he said, “there 
is a lot of vandalism going on 
now, but I think that every kid 
who is a fisherman will be too 
busy to think about breaking 
things up.” 

His pupils, however, aren't 
limited to the South Side. During 
the summer, vacationers from 
ail parts of the country pass 
through St. Louis, and some stop 


at Carondelet Park to let their 
children enjoy some recreation. 

“T had one little boy from Cali- 
fornia,” Broz said, “‘who quali- 
fied for our club. He was pretty 
worried about the dues and 
promised to mail the worms to 
me. He said he would put four 
in an envelope, in case one went 
to its reward en route.” 


The park job has stretched 
into a year-around affair. In the 
winter, Broz continues to help 
clean up, and assists on such 
chores as measuring the thick- 
ness of the ice in the skating sea- 
son. 

However, fishing and teaching 
little ones how to fish is still his 
first love. No one can say exact- 
ly how many embryo fishermen 
‘lining the banks of streams in 
Missouri and other states made 
their first try in Carondelet Park 
with Grandpa standing by, but 
the number is growing every 
day.

- Hadassah’s Busy President

A SLIM, attractive New York- 
er, whose own childhood illness 
kept her mother home from 
Hadassah’s charter meeting 
years ago, now heads that or- 
ganization’s multi-million-dollar 
‘program for human welfare in 
Israel. 


Working a seven-day week 
without pay, Mrs. Miriam 
Freund is in her third term as 
president of the women’s Zionist 
organization, which has grown in 
47 years from a membership of 
12 to 318,000. Its program has 
developed from sending two 
nurses to Palestine and opening 
a health welfare station to creat- 
ing a gigantic enterprise which 
includes hospitals, medical cen- 
ters, universities, youth organi- 
zations and vocational training 
facilities.

Freund looked back over the 
group’s achievements, looked 
ahead to its dreams and around 
the corner to world events which 
have kept the young Jewish 
homeland in a state of tension. 

Her own mother, Mrs. Rebec- 
ca Kottler, couldn’t attend the 
first meeting in 1912 in New York 
because of young Miriam’s ill- 
ness, but she was there for the 
second, and for many meetings 
after that as Hadassah developed 
its program to further health 
work among Palestine women 
and children. ; 

“I feel that women, as 
mothers, are peculiarly capable

of seeing the problems in Israel 
and working to help solve them,” 
Mrs. Freund said. “Our first 
program was to help combat in- 
fant mortality and improve child 
health, and we have worked in 
that area ever since. 


“I think also this is some- 
thing of a thanks to God that 
we are able to do so much for 
our own children in this country. 
We want to do something for 
children everywhere.”’ 

Wife of a New York financier, 
mother of two grown sons, and 
a grandmother, Mrs. Freund is 
a former school teacher with a 
doctorate in history from New 
York University. Inheriting from 
her parents the philosophy of 
sharing, she has coupled an in- 
tense concern for other peoples 
with her study of current events 
and the conflict of ideologies 
which has kept Israel and other 
small nations in a pincers be- 
tween East and West. 

“The crux of the cold war is 
whether to follow the philosophy 
that each individual is worth 


worrying about, or the philos- 
ophy that first of all the state 
must be protected,” she said. 
“Surely, our only real se- 
curity is in faith, and in faith 
translated into works. I am not 
one to sit back and say, let God 
do it in His own time. There is 


a plan for mankind, and because - 


of our faith, we must do the job 
that is before us. 

“We can make security with 
health and knowledge.’’ 

Hadassah, she said, is not a 
philanthropic agency, but rather 
operates within the concept of 
the Point Four program, ‘‘build- 
ing goodwill for the West, rais- 
ing the standard of living, raising 
a fortress of democracy.” 


The organization supports 
seven hospitals and now is 
building a huge medical center 
in co-operation with Hebrew 
University, paying $18,000,000 
of the estimated $25,000,000 
cost. It has established com- 
munity health services provid- 
ing medical and dental care, 
prenatal and convalescent 
service, classes in mental 
hygiene, preventive medicine, 
adult health education. Through 
the Youth Aliyah movement, 
it has helped resettle and re- 
habilitate in Israel more than 
90,000 Jewish children and 
young people from 72 coun- 
tries. 


It has developed a widespread 
program of. vocational! training 
including advanced studies in 
printing, mechanics, hotel train- 
ing and fashion design. 


“But despite our deep concern 
for Israel, our allegiance is not 
to her as a state, but to the 
Jewish people,’’ Mrs. Freund 
said. 


“If we could conceive of a 
world somewhere ahead in the 


eons of time when there would | 


be no states, no boundaries, just 
one world of brotherhood, then 
Hadassah’s mission will have 
been completed.”
